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THE  1913  LIBERTY  HEAD  NICKEL 

280 — Perhaps  the  most  famous  of  American  Coins  is  the  1913  Liberty  Head  Nick- 
el. The  dean  of  professional  numismatists,  the  late  B.  Max  Mehl  of  Fort  Worth, 
Texas  claimed  to  have  spent  over  one  million  dollars  in  advertising  in  which  the 
1913  Liberty  Head  Nickel  was  featured. 

Only  five  specimens  of  the  1913  Liberty  Head  Nickels  were  struck  and  all 
were  owned  by  Col.  E.  H.  R.  Green,  son  of  the  famous  Hetty  Green.  When  Col. 
Green’s  estate  was  marketed,  the  astute  B G.  Johnson  of  the  St.  Louis  Stamp  and 
Coin  Company  came  into  possession  of  all  five  pieces.  Eventually,  all  were  placed 
into  private  collections  and  the  pedigree  of  each  specimen  has  been  noted. 

1.  The  first  specimen  went  to  a Missouri  attorney  from  whom  it  was  acquired 
by  this  cataloguer  and  sold  into  the  outstanding  collection  of  United  States 
coins  extant.  This  may  be  called  the  Newman-Eliasberg  Nickel. 

2.  The  second  specimen  went  to  a New  York  Collector  from  whom  it  was  ac- 
quired by  this  cataloguer  and  sold  to  King  Farouk  of  Egypt.  In  the  sale  of 
the  Palace  Collection,  this  cataloguer  again  acquired  it  for  a prominent  Ohia 
Collection.  This  may  be  called  the  Boyd-Farouk-Norweb  Nickel. 

3.  The  third  specimen  went  to  a prominent  Southern  Collector  and  was  traded 
into  another  collection  of  equal  prominence.  This  may  be  called  the  Bolt  NickeL 

4.  The  fourth  specimen  is  owned  by  a Mid-western  colleetor  and  may  be  called 
the  McDermott  Nickel. 

5.  The  fifth  and  last  specimen  is  offered  in  this  collection.  It  was  originally  in 
the  Fred  Olsen  Collection  and  when  Mr.  Mehl  sold  that  material  at  auction, 
King  Farouk  had  entered  a bid.  Before  the  sale  date,  this  cataloguer,  unaware 
of  the  King’s  interest  in  the  Olsen  coin,  submitted  the  Boyd  piece  to  him.  Hav- 
ing acquired  the  Boyd  piece.  King  Farouk  commissioned  B.  Max  Mehl  to  re- 
sell the  Olsen  coin.  Mehl  listed  it  in  the  well-known  Will  W.  Neil  Sale  and 
the  1913  Liberty  Head  Nickel  went  to  Edwin  C.  Hydeman  of  York,  Pa. 

This  is  a superb  coin,  sharply  struck,  as  choice  a specimen  as  could  possibly 
be  attained.  It  has  been  handled  with  utmost  care,  a statement  which,  unfort- 
unately, cannot  be  made  of  two  of  the  pieces.  This  may  be  called  the  Olsen- 
Hydeman  Nickel. 

All  sorts  of  fancy  figures  have  been  bandied  about  when  the  1913  Liberty 
Head  Nickel  was  mentioned.  The  mid-western  collector  has  stated  that  he  refused 
$25,000.00  for  his  coin  and  that  at  that  moment,  he  would  not  accept  even  $50,- 
000.00  for  it.  A Baltimore  Television  broadcast  contained  a statement  indicating 
that  the  owner  of  the  1913  nickel  in  that  city  valued  the  coin  at  $40,000.00. 

Truly,  this  most  famous  of  American  coins,  one  day  in  the  Royal  Collection 
of  a King,  could  well  be  worth  a “King’s  Ransom.”  To  own  it  is  to  own  an  item 
which  should  be  the  source  of  pride,  pleasure  and  profit. 

Mr.  Hydeman  has  been  reluctant  to  part  with  his  pet  coin.  In  fact,  sometime 
after  the  entire  collection  had  been  in  California,  the  1913  Nickel  was  re- 
turned to  Miami.  Only  at  the  last  moment,  as  the  copy  was  being  prepared 
for  the  printer  were  we  able  to  persuade  Mr.  Hydeman  that  the  catalogue 
should  include  his  entire  collection. 

In  fairness  to  prospective  buyers,  however,  it  must  be  noted  that  Mr.  Hyde- 
man  has  reserved  the  right  to  set  an  upset  price  of  $50,000.00  on  this  coin 
Although  It  IS  extremely  unlikely  that  Mr.  Hydeman  will  change  his  mind 
we  will  receive  and  record  all  bids.  In  that  event,  the  coin  will  be  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder.  However,  judging  from  inquiries  made  by  prospective  buy- 
ers, It  IS  very  probable  that  bidding  will  exceed  the  $50,000.00  figure.

A specimen  of  the  1841  quarter  eagle  is  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  Collection, 
another  is  in  the  United  States  Mint  Collection  and,  of  course,  the  Eliasherg 
Collection  as  mentioned  above. 

It  would  be  a happy  occasion  if  the  present  offering  was  a choice  example  of 
the  1841  quarter  eagle.  Unfortunately,  as  the  photographs  clearly  indicate, 
this  coin  is  well  worn.  This  being  the  case,  the  certainty  which  exists  when  a 
gem  is  under  consideration  is  sadly  lacking  and  our  coin  must  be  sold  as  is.

That  will  depend  on  your  pleasure — but  we  didn’t  give  it  all  this  space 
without  the  confidence  of  an  attractive  price  being  realized.

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THE  KING  OF  AMERICAN  COINS 
THE  UNITED  STATES 
SILVER  DOLLAR  OF  1804 

994 — In  all  the  history  of  Numismatics  there  has  never  been  a single  coin  which  was, 
and  is,  the  subject  of  so  much  comment  and  interest  as  the  United  States  Silver 
Dollar  of  1804. 

It  is  with  considerable  pride  and  pleasure  that  your  cataloguer  fondly  adds  this 
King  of  American  Coins  to  this  descriptive  Catalogue  of  the  Hydeman  collection. 
This  is  the  famous  Idler  Specimen  of  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  and  was  one  of 
the  first  known  examples.  It  was,  at  one  time,  in  the  famous  John  \V.  Hazeltine 
Collection.  It  was  later  in  the  renowned  Granberg  Collection;  then  in  the  cele- 
brated Atwater  Collection  and  subsequently  in  the  Neil  Collection. 

It  is  important,  and  of  considerable  interest,  that  we  record  the  known  speci- 
mens of  the  1804  Silver  Dollar. 

1.  Mint  Cabinet.  The  first  variety  with  the  last  S of  STATES  and  the  0 
in  OF  close;  lettered  edge. 

2.  Smithsonian  Institution.  S and  0 wide;  plain  edge.  (Unconfirmed  re- 
ports indicate  that  here  may  be  a second  specimen  of  the  plain  edge 
variety  in  the  British  Museum) . 

3.  The  Stickney  Dollar.  Close  S and  0;  now  in  the  Eliasberg  Collection. 

4.  The  Appleton  Dollar.  Close  S and  0;  now  in  the  New  England  Historical 
Society  in  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

5.  The  Byron  Reed  Dollar;  close  S and  0,  now  in  the  City  Museum, 
Omaha,  Nebraska. 

6.  The  Dexter  Dollar,  close  S and  0;  subsequently  in  the  Dunham  and 
Williams  Collections  and  acquired  by  this  cataloguer.  It  is  now  in  the 
cabinet  of  the  well  known  Eastern  collector,  Harold  S.  Bareford. 

7.  The  Lammot  Dupont  Dollar;  close  S and  0.  Formerly  the  Parmelee 
Dollar. 

8.  The  Lyman  Low  Dollar;  wide  S and  0,  lettered  edge.  Later  in  the  Waldo 
Newcomer,  Colonel  Green  and  Fred  C.  C.  Boyd  Collections.  This  cata- 
loguer acquired  it  from  Mr.  Boyd  and  sold  it  into  a well-known  col- 
lection, subsequently  marketed. 

9.  Lammont  Dupont  Collection;  wide  S and  0,  lettered  edge.  Formerly 
the  Ten  Eyck  Dollar. 

10.  The  Hale  Dollar,  sold  in  1954;  wide  S and  0,  lettered  edge. 

11.  The  Garrett  Dollar,  wide  S and  0,  lettered  edge. 

12.  The  Ellsworth  Dollar,  wide  S and  0,  lettered  edge. 

There  is  another  “coin,”  in  copper  with  plain  edge,  that  was  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Mint  Cabinet.  This  “coin”  is  an  electrotype — it  has  the  word  COPY  at 
the  bottom  of  the  reverse. 

If  the  British  Museum  does  own  a specimen  of  the  rare  plain  edge  variety,  that 
would  make  thirteen  known  pieces. 

6 — Close  S and  0,  lettered  edge. 

I (or  2)  Wide  S and  0,  plain  edge. 

5 — Wide  S and  0,  lettered  edge. 
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The  plain  edge  pieces,  as  mentioned  are  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and, 
possibly,  in  the  British  Museum — unattainable. 

The  other  specimen  (No.  1)  in  the  mint  collection,  the  coin  in  the  New  Eng- 
land Historical  Society  (No.  4),  the  example  in  the  Omaha  Museum  (No.  5)  ; ob- 
viously equally  unattainable. 

3.  The  Stickney  specimen  is  in  the  Eliasherg  Eoundation  and  not  likely  to  be 
sold.  No.  6 in  the  Bareford  Collection  was  valued  at  (but  not  offered  for  sale) 
$50,000.00  for  exhibition  purposes  some  three  years  ago.  Nos.  7 and  9 in  the  Du- 
pont Collection  are  not  likely  prospects. 

Supporting  our  comparative  rarity  theory,  Mr.  Mehl  stated  that  there  were 
less  offerings  of  the  wide  S and  0 variety  in  a 50  year  period  than  of  the  closed 
variety.  This  being  the  case,  it  is  logical  to  assert  that  the  Idler  Dollar,  being  the 
best  known  and  best  preserved  example  of  the  wide  S and  0 variety,  should  be  the 
outstanding  example  of  this  entire  group  of  Silver  Dollars  of  1804.  The  recent 
New  York  Auction  by  Stack’s  offered  the  wide  S and  0 variety  and  a record  $28,- 
000.00  price  was  paid.  It  is  now  reportedly  in  the  Samuel  W.  Wolfson  Collection. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  we  have  had  the  Hydeman  Collection  in  our  hands 
for  some  time.  During  this  period  negotiations  were  in  prograss  which,  if  success- 
ful, would  have  transferred  the  entire  collection  into  new  hands.  It  was  while  ne- 
gotiations were  proceeding  that  this  cataloguer  was  approached  with  an  offer  of 
$50,000.00  for  the  Idler  1804  Dollar.  Of  course,  we  had  no  authorization  to  sell  the 
one  coin,  nor  could  we  jeopardize  the  negotiations. 

Several  other  serious  collectors  inquired  about  the  possibility  of  negotiating 
for  this  rarity  and,  in  each  instance,  we  were  forced  to  discourage  further  pursuit 
along  these  lines.  Now,  of  course,  the  coin  is  on  the  block.  The  Idler  specimen  is, 
as  has  been  pointed  out,  and  we  quote  from  the  Neil  Catalogue  by  B.  Max  Mehl, 
“The  best  known  specimen  of  this  great  rarity.”  We  might  add  that  the  condition 
of  the  Idler  specimen  is  superior  to  that  of  the  recently  marketed  1804  Silver  Dol- 
lar. 

You  are  now  aware  of  how  closely  the  1804  Silver  Dollars  are  guarded.  His- 
tory indicates  that,  while  two  specimens  of  this  great  rarity  are  offered  within  the 
short  span  of  a few  months,  many  years  may  elapse  before  another  opportunity  pre- 
sents itself. 

We  suspect  that,  only  because  it  was  known  that  the  Idler  Dollar  was  to  he 
offered  soon,  did  the  bidding  stop  at  $28,000.00  in  the  New  York  Sale.  Had  there 
been  no  prospect  in  view  of  another  1804  dollar  coming  on  the  market,  very  likely 
the  bidding  would  have  continued  to  an  even  higher  price  level.  Now,  the  situation 
is  such  that  there  is  no  prospect  of  another  1804  silver  dollar  being  offered — per- 
haps for  many  years  to  come.  There  are  several  magnificent  collections  which  thirst 
for  this  coin.  In  a way,  it  is  regretable  that  all  of  these  fine  collections  cannot  in- 
clude this  King  of  American  Coins — but  that  is  the  way  it  must  be. 

It  is  our  considered  opinion  that  this  Numismatic  Prize  will  fetch  at  least  $10,- 
000.00  and  could  conceivably  exceed  that  figure  hy  a substantial  amount.

1866  QUARTER  WITHOUT  MOTTO 

1107—1866  NO  MOTTO,  BRILLIANT  PROOF.  This  is  the  only  piece  in  existence 
of  the  1866  Quarter  without  motto.  In  the  recent  New  York  Sale  the  1866 
Silver  Dollar  without  motto  was  offered  as  “possibly  unique.”  The  catalog- 
uers indicated  that  reference  books  stated  that  there  were  “two  known.”  Well, 
there  are  two  known.  For  the  sake  of  the  record  we  take  this  opportunity  to 
fill  in  the  details. 

The  late  Fred  C.  C.  Boyd  acquired  many  of  the  rarities  out  of  the  William 
H.  Woodin  Collection.  Among  them  were  the  only  two  specimens  of  the  Dol- 
lar and  the  only  quarter  and  half  dollar  of  1866  without  motto  on  reverse. 
It  was  the  good  fortune  of  this  cataloguer  to  be  able  to  call  Fred  Boyd  a 
friend,  a patron,  an  advisor  and  a benefactor.  When  Fred  Boyd  began  sell- 
ing off  from  his  vast  numismatic  holdings,  this  cataloguer  became  his  confi- 
dential agent,  a fact  which  was  a trade  secret  at  that  time  but  was  later  re- 
leased by  Mr.  Boyd. 

One  dollar  came  to  us  as  part  of  a collection,  was  sold  as  part  of  a collection 
and  has  since  become  part  of  a well  known  collection — where  it  still  resides. 
The  other  dollar,  the  quarter  and  the  half  dollar  came  to  us  as  a set  and 
was  sold  as  a set  to  King  Farouk.  This  cataloguer  then  repurchased  the  set 
in  the  Cairo  Auction  in  1954.  The  Dollar  was  placed  in  the  “Fairbanks  Col- 
lection” and  was  priced  at  the  low  four  figure  level.  The  Half  Dollar  was 
placed  in  a West  Coast  Collection  and  was  priced  at  a middle  four  figure 
level;  the  quarter  and  half  dollar,  both  being  unique,  were  equally  priced. 
The  silver  dollar,  of  which  two  specimens  exist  sold  at  $13,000.00  in  the 
New  Tork  Auction  and  is  now  reportedly  in  the  Samuel  W.  Wolfson  Collec- 
tion. The  Quarter,  now  being  offered,  is  unique  and  as  the  only  specimen 
available  should  bring  a fabulous  figure.  Being  the  only  specimen,  it  can 
only  grace  one  collection.  The  only  other  comparable  U.S.  coin  from  the  de- 
gree of  rarity  is  the  1873CC  Dime  without  arrows  which  we  sold  in  1950  at 
a price  of  $3650.00.  Now  in  the  Eliasberg  Foundation  Collection  that  dime 
is  off  the  market.  The  1866  quarter  compares  favorably  with  ANY  coin,  1804 
Dollar,  1913  Nickel,  or  any  other  coin.  This  may  be  an  opportunity  that 
knocks  only  once.

The  pair  of  1866  coins,  quarter  and  half  dollar,  as  listed  under  lots  numbered 
1107  and  1108,  offered  as  a pair. 

The  Quarter  is  unique,  so  is  the  Half  Dollar.  It  seems  reasonable,  if  not  axio- 
matic, that  when  two  such  rarities  are  considered  at  one  time,  the  value  of  the  pair 
is  considerably  higher  than  the  sum  of  the  values  of  each  of  the  coins.  It  is  quite 
apparent  that  these  two  prizes  could  be  separated — one  in  each  of  two  outstanding 
collections.
